1. On 8 dune 1951 the following mumbera of troovs of the Southwest China Military 
Area (SHCMA) left Ich'ang for Hankow on the following vessela: 1,978 on the 
TH AN (4, uy); 2,193 on the MIN CHU ( 3 393 on the SHOU FENG (x @ Ys 
345 on the TU SHUM (4% WA ); 288 on the eee mua (fA # ); 278 on the! CHAO 
HUA (gf # ); and 345 on the FU YUAN (f@ 347,)- 


2. Between 7 May and 8 June, 17,007 SWCMA troops were shipped down the Yangtze 
from Chongkiag. \ 


3. On 20 dune the LST HUA 205, with a cargo of 19,508 boxes of military supolies 
belonging to a Chinese Communist Army unit in Ich'ang, left Chungking for Han- 
kow, from where the cargo wag to be trensahioved to Nanking. 


4 On 212 and 23 June a total of 2,600 SWCMA troops left Chungking for Hankow via 
Ich'ang on the CHIANG HO (ji. fa). CHIANG BA (jt, 2), CHIANG CH'ING (57 me? 
and the LST! s HUA 205 and 211. 


s On 21 June the CHIANG CHAN (jx, x) left Hankew for Chungking to pick up 500 
treops for shipment to Hankow.
